© be are you've never heard of 
John Martin Crawford. In an era 
when the likes of Karla Homolka, 
Paul Bernardo and Clifford Olsen 
enjoy a perverse sort of celebrity sta- 
tus, it’s puzzling that a serial killer 
with Crawford’s impressive body 
count will live out his days in obscu- 
rity. 
Feats is presently serving 
time in Saskatchewan, Penitentiary 
in Prince Albert for savagely raping, 
torturing and murdering three 
women. In the early 1980s, when he 
was just 19, he was convicted of 
manslaughter for an equally bar- 
barous killing. Police are presently 
questioning him in.three other mur- 
ders, hoping to clear them off the 
books. 

All of these killings took place in 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, most in 
the last decade. Chances are you had 
no idea one of the most cold-blood- 
ed, ruthless murderers in Canadian 
history was committing atrocities in 
your own back yard. 

Author Warren Goulding thinks 
he knows why. He also has a theory 
about why so many of the people 
who are aware of Crawford's legacy 
of terror seem ambivalent. 

All of his victims are aboriginal 
women. 

Goulding was a reporter at the 
Saskatoon Star-Phoenix when 
Crawford's story began to unfold. 
When police discovered several 
decomposed bodies in a clearin 
near the edge of town, he thought 
they were on the brink of one of the 
biggest stories ever to hit the placid 
prairie city. But when it was discov-

Known under several monikers, 
including Global Communications, 
Cosmos, Mod Wheel and Jedi 
Knights, Tom Middleton and Mark 
Pritchard's creations have arguably 
spawned a whole style of music 
known as Nu-School Breaks. From 
1993 to 1997 the two producers 
released a dozen or so records that 
are now classics of breaks and tech 
house, especially the Jedi Knights’ 
1996 full length New School Science — 
an album still in my record box 
today. It seemed as if the duo were 
on the cutting edge of the music 
when, in about ’97 or '98, the Jedi 
Knights were forced to abandon their 
name due to a George Lucas lawsuit 
that definitely hurt their careers as 
breakbeat / house producers. It is too 
bad — the Knights were on a roll 
with the hugely popular single Catch 
The Break, a tune sampling the theme 
from Blackbelt Jones with some other 
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B-Boy samples thrown in for good 
measure. 

Three years later, True Jedi war- 
riors Middleton and Pritchard are 
putting out the best of the Knights 
and Global Communications in this 
CD. It has the Jedi breakbeat classics 
Catch the Break, May the Funk Be With 
You, Antacid, One for the M.A.W., plus 
the deep downtempo breaks tune 
Solina. In the Global Communications 
tech house category, releases such as 
Big Knockers, New York New York and 
Takin Over Me are included. Plus, 
there are two unreleased tracks — 
one a minimal drum and bass track, 
Time Machine, plus another down- 
tempo number, Elkah (With Rice and 
I). When you pick up Jedi Selector you 
will see how far ahead these guys 
were quite some time ago and you 
will lament the demise of the Jedi 
Knights.

T. umpet player Lina : 
Allemano is a great example of 
what happens when a parent 
cows the seeds of interest at very 
youl ig age.

Pony-players give new meaning to horsing around 


T ey give a whole new meaning to 
ferms like “horseplay,” “horserid- 

ing” and to the call, “Gentlemen, 
nount your horses!” but all obvious 
jokes aside, folks who are into pony 
play take it pretty seriously. 

| ound this out-wher-l attended 

one of the first meetings of Canadian 
Equus, a fledgling group for pony 
and animal-play enthusiasts, a fetish 
subgroup of people who get their 
sexual kicks by dressing up as 

ponies and being “trained” by their 
masters. 

Some people get so into the role 
play that they won‘t sleep with their 
ponies’ because to them that’s bes- 
tality,” Lucius, the founder of CE, 
tells me at the pub where they have 
decided to have their meeting. There 
are 41 members on CE’s g list 
60 far. Only five, all men, have 
shown up tonight though they all 
ensure me plenty of women are into 
Pony play as well. A magazine they 
ave with them called Equus Eroticus 
www.equuseroticus.com) backs this 
up. It is full of pictures of men and 

vomen in bits, harnesses and 
hooves pulling carts, and trainers 
Tiding or “showing” their “ponies.” 
Or donkeys, as in Lucius’s case. 
That’s his thing. He even sleeps in 
Ss donkey outfit, complete with 
oves, tail and a fun-fur foam don- 
ey head he made himself. 

ucius doesn’t get too philosophi- 

fal about hones intoit He see 
ot obsessed with “playing horsey” 
sa kid or anything. However, he 
as always intrigued by transfo! 


“Then someone will tell me to lift 
my legs higher and it’s such a physi 
cal effort that it takes your mind into 
another place.” That place is what 
people in these circles call your 
“pony place.” 

And that's the real appeal, he 
says. “With other role play there is 
still a connection to the real world,” 
Lucius explains. “But with pony 

lay, you're giving up all your 

uman attributes. If you want to 
communicate, you can only whinny, 
nudge or scrape your hooves.” 

Hmm. .. not so far from the 
behaviour of some of the guys I’ve 
been with, but I get what he means. 
Lord Morpheus, the guy who invit- 
ed me to this meeting after I wrote 
about his handmade wooden pad- 
dles in a column this past Christmas, 
says his interest in pony play is 
probably a result of having spent too 
much time in the tack room back on 
the horse farm where he grew up. 

That's where he also learned that 
a good horse trainer knows you 
have to treat horses well. “You have 
to be firm but kind,” he tells me. His 
skills have transferred nicely into

I found 

(www. tdl.com / pony- 
faq.htm), examples of human 
are scattered throughout history, 
many of them British, not surpris- 
ingly given that land’s equestrian 
heritage. 

Lucius started CE for people who 
might be turned-on by the idea of 
pony or animal play but don’t know 
what to do about it. “It’s hard to take 
that step and make it a reality,” he 
says.
